Q, How far can IRS go back inchecking a person’s tax return? 

A. The basic statute of limitations is three years ftom the date the 
return was filed or the date it was due, whichever is later, In fraud 
eases or in failures to file there is no limitation, 

Q, I received weekly benefits from my accident and health insurance 
while I was out sick last year, CanI deduct this from my wages as sick 
pay when I file my tax return?I paid the premiums on this insurance, 

A, No, The amounts you received from the insurance company would 
not be included in the wages reported by your employer on your Form 
W-2, Since you paid the premiums on this insurance the amount you 
received would not have to be reported asincome on, your return, 

Q, I was audited for the past two years, Does that mean I’m on a list 
to be audited every year? 

A, If your returnhas certain characteristics it maybe audited and not 
because you were audited the past two years, 

Computers screen returns and identify those which meet certain cri- 
teria, The identified returns are then reviewed by examiners who select 
those which are to be audited, 

Q. Iam single, and live at home withmy mother, who is 61 years of 
age, My mother owns a house and receives $900,60 per year in rent, 
However, after expenses she nets only $200.00, She has no other in- 
come, Can I claim her as a dependent? 

A, No, Your mother has grossincome inexcess of $600,00 per year, 
therefore, you cannot claim her as a dependent, The total rent counts 
as gross income not the net, 

Also, your mother is required to file atax return, She would have no 
tax to pay, however, 

Q, I run a television repair shop and intend to have my seventeen 
year old son work with me during his summer vacation, Someone told 
me I can’t deduct the wages I intend to pay him, Is this true? 

A, If your child works for you, youmay deduct reasonable wages you 
pay to him for services he renders in your business, even though he 
uses the money to purchase his ownclothing or other necessities which 
you are normally obligated to furnish him, andeven though you may be 
entitled to his services, However, you may not deduct the cost of meals 
and lodging furnished the child, The child must report the wages in his 
income tax return, 

Q, My mother died last year andI received a lump sum death benefit 
from Social Security, Is this money taxable to me? 

A, No, All Social Security benefits are tax exempt, 

Q, I am 73 years old and am self-employed, on a part-time basis, 
Am I subject to income tax and Social Security tax? 

A, If your gross income is$1,200,00 or more you will have to file an 
income tax return, Also, if your self-employment income is $400,00 or 
more, you Will be subject to self-employment (SocialSecurity) tax and 
must file a return, Your age hasnoeffect on whether you are liable for 
federal income taxes except to the extent that an additional exemption 
and certain tax credits may be allowable to you depending on your par- 
ticular circumstances, For more complete information you may obtain 
IRS Document 5569, Tax Benefits for Older Americans at your local 
TRS office, = 

Q,. I received $2,000 in damages as a result of injuries received in 
an automobile accident, Is this taxable? 

. A, Damages received for injuries suffered in an accident are tax 
ree, 

Q, I understand an additional $600 exemption is allowed if a person 
is blind, What is the meaning of blindness for this purpose? 

A, The law states that if the central visual acuity does not exceed 
20/200 in the better eye with correcting lenses, or if the widest dia- 
meter of the visual field is no greater than twenty degrees, you are 
blind for this purpose, If you are toally blind, attach a statement to 
that effect on your return, If you are partially blind, attach a statement 
fronta qualified ipiyetotan or registered optometrist that your’ vision is 
no greater than described above, 

Q, I own a small business equipment company and call regularly on 
established accounts, Is there any limit on what I can deduct for gifts 
to my customers? 

A, A business gift deduction may not exceed $25,00 to any one re- 
eipient during the tax year, A husband and wife are considered one 
recipient for this $25,00 gift test, 

However, gifts costing not more than $4,00 on which your name is 
clearly and permanently imprinted and which consist of a number of 
identical items distributed by you, such as calendars or pens, are not 
subject to the $25,00 rule, 

Q@, I made a mistake in filing out the pre-addressed Form 1040 I 
got in the mail, What should I do? 

A, The label on your form may be peeled off and put on another form 
1040, Use of this label will help avoid mistakes or delays in processing, 
your ae since it contains the information needed to identify your 
tax account,
